ter in the week, will mean the ex- 
penditure here of about $5.000.000 
by the Federal government and will 
crown with success efforts extend- 
ing over more than three years by 
the city authorities, the Harbor 
‘Commission and the Chamber of 
, Commerce, 

| Kistablishment of the submarine 
base by the government follows a 
long-standing offer of the city to do- 
nate a site of 166 acres at the har- 
bor. This offer, at the suggestion of 
naval authorities, was amplified in 
October, 1919, when the city agreed 
to donate an additional fifty-three 
acres, which will make the whole 
submarine-base plant cover 219 
acres, 

The Los Angeles Harbor subma- 
rine base project was first mentioned 
officially early in the war by the re- 
port of the Heim naval commiasion, 
which inspected the harbors of the 
Coast with a view to a strengthen- 


ing of naval defenses on the Pacific. 
This Helm commission report 
stressed the natural and strategic 


advantages of Los Angeles Harbor 
as pointing to this city as the logi- 
cal place for the location of the Pa- 
cific submarine flotilla. 

The location of the harbor with 
reference to other ports, availabil- 
ity of fuel supplies, shore currents 


and the prevailing comparative 
placidity of the ocean, as well as the | 
sandy formation of the ocean bed | 
off the harbor, were all listed as ad- | 
vantages in favor of centering the 
Pacific Fleet's submarine force here. 

The 219-acre submarine base site 
lies just to the teft of the break- 
water, on the inner side of the har- 
bor, and is almost at the foot of the 
limits of Fort MacArthur. 

After the favorable notice given 
to the project by the Helm report, 
the submarine-base proposel was 
recommended to Congress late in 
1918 by the House Commilitee on 
Naval Affairs, and again in October, 
191%, Secretary Daniels, in a report, 
recommended an initial appropria- 
tion of $1,500,000 to start work. This 
appropriation was never made, but 
on April 20 of this year the Senate 
and House agreed to an appropria- 
tion of $500,000 for the construction 
of buildings at the base. 

The Joint Congressional Commit- 
tee, which will recommend the base 
this week, visited this city last sum- 
mer and inspected the site. During 
that same trip examination was al-'| 
so made of the Alameda site, which 
is to be recommended for the main 
naval fleet base, and of the proposed 
Navy aviation bases at San Diego 
and at Sand Point, Wash. 

The fifty-three acres promised in 
addition to the original site of 166 
acres has been owned by the South- 
ern Pacific Company, and part of it 
was leased to the American Trona 
Company.

While our 
men are poisoning themselves with its nox- 
ious vapors, why not kill off the bugs that 
bother our prune burhes and cocoanut 
plants’ It is only for laboratory purposes 
that California leaf is wanted. Why this 
haste to banish its growth from American 
soil?

HEAP-SPIRITED 
THE SHOOND STRERT TUNNEE. 

Heyes are now turned on the City Coun- 
cll; the great majority of people who are 
anxiously waiting for the construction of 
the Second-street tunnel to be actually 
started are wondering whether the Council 
is going to bring the issue to a conclusion 
or it is going to follow the path of least 
resistance, as it has done so often before, 
and let the project lapse after a desultory 
fight carried on for a time against the ob- 
structionists In the courts, the obstruction- 
ists whose narrow policy has for more than 
a decade been imposed upon the people of 
the city. 

It would be extremely interesting to dis- 
cover what interests are endeavoring to 
keep the business district from First to 
Sixth streets so effectively bottled up. The 
thought {s not harbored for a moment that 
the plaintiff in the present case is the one 
who is really at the back of this latest 
move to kill the tunnel project. There are 
other interests, shortsighted beyond all be- 
lief, that are more interested in keeping 
the flow of traffic concentrated in the Sixth 
and Seventh street channels than they are 


in the full and true development of the city.’ 


Tt is strange that these interests cannot 
see the benefit which will accrue to them- 
selves if the Second-street tunnel fs car- 
tied through, for it wil] mean that property 
values will be stabilized for all time in the 
present retail section of the city, and by 
the present retail section is meant the en- 
tire district from First to Eleventh streets. 
Unless the Second-sfreet tunnel is built 
withgut further delay there is going to be 
a swing of the retail center to the south- 
ward that will leave even the teeming Sixth 
and Seventh street district high and’ dry, 
for traffic cannot be indefinitely forced 
through two or three streets which now 
give access to the populous western portion 
of the city. The newer retall district south 
of Sixth street is now firmly founded, but 
values there will be seriously affected in 
the years to come unless an anchorage for 
both the new and old districts is found in 
a new and centmlized artery of travel. 
The petty, narrow-minded, skillet-headed 
opponents of the construction of the tunnel 
have carried a losing fight through the 
State courts and they are now resorting to 
the Federal courts as a means of blocking 
the work. Thelfr sole hope lies in the tac- 
tics which in the past have proved success- 
ful. They propose to wind the plan about 
with an endless chain of litigation, until 
public dpterest has waned and until] the 


City Council has forgotten the tunnel and. 


laid it aside for another decade. 

The most successful method of opposing 
such tactics is to fight continuously; to car- 
ry the case through the highest courts in 
the country, if necessary, unti] an opinion 
ig handed down to which even the obetruc- 
tionists fil be forced to bow. But the 
project should not for a moment be allowed 
to lapse or to be pigeonholed. The interest 
and the active support of the Council! should 
be kept up by continual prodding, if neces- 
sary. Competent atforneys assure us that 
there is no real legal obstacle upon which 
the defeat of the project can be effected. 


NOT CUT DOWN? 

Beaten in fhe Assembly, Gov. Steph- 
ens intimates that he will carry his appeal 
for an increase in the State tax rate to the 
people. He attributes to the influence of 
the wicked public service corporation the 
adverse vote in the Legislature and he 
seems to be imbued with the idea that, if 
the people ‘themselves only knew, they 
would rise in rig&teous indignation against 
the members who deny them the right to 
pay an extra $17,000,000 to support those 
great friends of the people, the forty fat 
commissions. 

The Times trusts that the Governor wil! 
keep his word. If he could once escape 
from the bondage of the tax-caters and zet 
in touch with those who pay the taxes he 
might look upon his duty as chief execu- 
tive in a different tight. For six years he 
has been blinded by the glitter of things 
that succeeded under his predecessor and 
he has not been aware of the revolution of 
sentiment going on about him. For the 
first time im ten years the Assembly has 
balked at the administration program. For 
the first time since the Gillett adminis- 
tration the Legislature has refused to grant 
to the State machine all the money it de- 
manded. The defeat of the administration 
tax measure in the Assembly seems to in- 
dicate that government by commission in 
California has passed its peak of popular- 
ity. The people are beginning to count 
their change. They are asking whether a 
government that costs five times as much 
per capita as that of Illinois is really worth 
the price. 

Such a state of mind on the part of the 
public te embarrassing to the State admin- 
istration. There is a difference of $17,090.- 
000 between the estimated revenues of the 
State for the next two years and the estl- 
mated expenses. One of two things must 
happen. The revenues must be increased 
cr the expenses must be cut down. It was 
but natural that the administration should 
seek fo increase the revenues. That is 
what they have been doing continuously 
tor the last ten years, with the result that 
the cost of the State government has more 
than trebled. Former Gov. Johnson was 
an adept. at preaching economy while he 
practiced the most barefaced extrava- 
gance. He economized to such good pur- 
pose that the State government cost twice 
as much when he retired as when he took 
office. Gov. Stephens has een following 
closely in his predecessor's footsteps. De- 
epite the enormous Increase in the wealth 
and prosperity of the State the greed of 
the tax-eaters has grown more rapidly. The 
per capita cost of California's government is 
more than twice that of any vther State 
of equal or greater population. 

As the Assembly has declined to vote to 
increase the present State tax rates, the 
Governor is confronted by the painfu! al- 
ternative of pursuing 4 policy of retrench- 
ment which will keep the State's expenses 
within ite income. But such a course is 
unprecedented tn modern “Progressivism.” 
These politicians never fretrench. They 
have always heretofore been able to wring 
from the Legislatare sufficient money to 
gratify the most extravagant tastes of the 
haughty commissions. They can truthfully 
say that they do not know how to retrench 
in conducting affairs of state. 

The Times insists, however. that the 
present is a good time to learn. Succes- 
sive Legislatures during the last ten years 
have piled the tax burden higher and high- 
er. What ts the objection to an honest ef- 


tort to lighten the load? Will Fischer, ex- | 


OPPOSITION TO] pert of the State Taxpayers’ Association, 


says that an increase tn the State tax rate 
is mot necessary; that a policy of rigid 
economy will enable the State to get along 
for the next two years at the present rate 
without lessening its efficiency. 

Mr. Fischer came to California from Till- 
nois and he is familiar with the plan of 
government under which that State is able 
to give a service equally as good as that of 
California at less than one-fourth the cost. 
He supervised the drafting of a bill now be- 
fore the Legislature which provides for a 
wholesale elimination and consolidation of 
State departments and commissions. He 
has already been denounced by the admin- 
istration propagandists as a ‘creature of 
the public service commissions.” The fiut- 
ter of wings indicates that his shot has 
struck home. 

Gov. Stephens declares that, {f the pres- 
ent bill increasing the State tax rate is 
not passed, it will be necessary to levy an 
ad valorem tax at the rate of 22 cents on the 
$100 on all the rea] and personal property in 
the State. The administration must have 
money in order to continue to live in its 
accustomed extravagance. If it is not to 
be had through the medium of the public 
service corporations, look out for a direct 
tax. If the Governor were better schooled 
in political economy he would know that 
{tt Is dangerous to threaten a free people, 
In a straight contest between the adminis- 
tration and the people the administration 
is bound to lose. Californians are prover- 
blally good spenders; but they object to 
being called “easy marks.” That they have 
lost confidence in the present administra- 
tion Is evidenced by the generous support 
which they have given to the members of 
the Legislature who refused to bow their 
necks to the administration yoke. They 
are demanding economy; and they refuse 
to believe that it 's necessary to increase 
the expenses of the State government $17,- 
000,000 at this time. 

If the Governor will make a tour of the 
State and seek to get in touch with those 
who pay the taxes he will discover that 
resentment against the extravagances of 
his administration is rapidly reaching the 
boiling point. The Times congratulates the 
members of the Assembly from Southera 
California who took the lead tn the fight 


against increasing the administration tax. 


bill and it warns the Governor that, ff he 
has any thought of bie own political future, 
he will] find it good political policy as well 
as good business to cut expenses instead 
of raising tax rates. 


WAKENING OF CHINA. 

The cynics are busy ridiculing condtl- 
tions in China, her palsied republic, her 
little civil war, her fruitless boycotts, her 
unrepresentative Parliament and all the 
pitiful ineffectualness of it. 

Yet there are very marked signs that 
China’s four hundred millions of popula- 
tion are beginning to bestir themselves and 
that the rising generation, the students, are 
taking a new and unusual! interest in world 
affairs. And the very fact of that long- 
drawn-out and apparently ineffective civil 
war is evidence of a departure from that 
inert pacifism, that fatalistic acceptance of 
conditions that marked her peoples for so 
long. And there is famine in China today; 
many provinces are on the verge of starva- 
tion. There is nothing like starwation to 
stir the soul to action and rebellion-—every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose. And the 
Chinese newspapers are beginning to print 
the news—not just the stuff handed out to 
them by the warring politicians, vut the 
news of conditions as they are, not only in 
China, but in the rest of the world. Thus 
we have a Chinese newspaper, “The Shib 
Shih Hsin Pao,” dealing frankly and cour- 
ageously with China's woes and demanding 
“reconstruction in the hearts as well as on 
the lips of the militarists, the unscrupulous 
politicians, the commercial profiteers and 
the avaricious gentry.” After dealing with 
the necessity for compulsory education, for 
industrial training, for modern machinery 
and production, for modern commercial 
methods of advertising and distribution it 
predicts the dawn of a new China that will 
te as dominantly effective in the world as 
it bas hitherto been ineffective. Moreover, 
the English langage newspapers in China 
ere taking the same stand, and al! of them 
remark upon the amazing awakening of 
public interest. 


And there is no doubt that when China's 
four hundred millions of people do realize 
their power, when China's vast natural re- 
sources are exploited by the Chinese rather 
than the enterprising foreigner, when a 
political consciousness of republicanism and 
all that {tt means has spread to the great 
masses of the people cynicism will be a 
very poor weapon with which to combat 
her growth to power and prestige. ' 

In fact, when China does begin to re- 
fpond to the treatment of her few progres- 
tives, the result will be very much like the 
emancipation of women in the occidental 
countries. She will leap into the public 
eye and monopolize the news. She will de- 
mand both equality and privileges. She 
will call for international amendments to 
the world constitution and make good her 
“Tights.” Like the women, she has been 
slow to “get together,” slow to organize. 
She has many of the feminine attributes, 
the traditions of inferiority and political 
disadvantages, the traditions of subjection 
and reluctant obedience, the traditions of 
individval virtue and capacity, but collec- 
tive weakness and chicanery—but she, too, 
has her Susan B. Anthonys, and the cynics 
who, like the antieuffragists. insist that she 
is just naturally biologically inferior and 
different, numerous but inexorably limited 


intellectually, commercially and politically, | 


will find that her emancipation. so improb- 
able, so impossible, will, at no distant date, 
be an accomplished fact. 

But the rise and emancipation of China 
may not necessarily be a menace to the 
world. The Chinaman has a hundred vir- 
tues to make him a desirable world citizen. 
As a nation the Chinese enjoy the reputa- 
tion of being inherently honest, of standing 
by their Liabilities, paying up their debts 
with annual righteousness, rewarding their 
friends with peculiar and tangible generos- 
ity. They are thrifty and industrious, 
steady and law-abiding, courteous to a fault. 
Doing business with a Chinaman is a pleas- 
ent experience. Those who know the Chi- 
nese only for their tong wars, their opifum 
and their gambling have a small under- 
standing of them as a nation. For all its 
seething, starving millions crime is less 
usual in China than tn the United States. 
We have heard of their penchant for polit- 
ical graft--not exactly unknown in other 


countries pearer home—but they are even |

more honest about that, because graft is 
a recognized perquisite of office with them 
and not practiced in the guise of hypocrit- 
honesty. 

But, whether we like it whether we don't, 
the fact remains that China's emancipation, 
like woman suffrage here, will soon be an 
accomplished fact of which the world must 


make the best it can. Japan's activities,. 


Gesigned to keep her in subjection, are 
baving just the contrary effect. Every new 
uppression perpetrated upon China today 
vrings her ultimate emancipation nearer. 
And there is partictiar significance in the 
latest news from Peking and Shanghai and 
Canton anent the reinstatement of Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen as “President-Extraordinary” and 
the renewed strength of the southern faction 
and the tentative peace and possible coall- 
tion. China's progressives are reaching the 
point where they appreciate that “united 
they stand, divided they fall,” and all the 
signs point to a united republican govern- 
ment for China in the near future.

THE WHITE SLAVES.

As nearly as can be made out th 
United States is becoming a nation 
of about one bundred million white 
slaves—and a mild assortment of 
black ones. 


By another fortnight or two we 
are all likely to be slaves. Perhaps 
we are not slaves in the literal 
manner of olden days, wherein the 
serf had a definite master who could 
scourge him with stripes or sell 
him down the river at his pleasure. 

Nevertheless we are bondmen to 
custom and circumstances. We are 
slaves of precedents and persons. 
Our shackles may be of silk or 
parchment, but they are still 
shackles. We not only wear them, 
but we are at no pains to conceal 
them. We wave them above our 
beans after the manner of children 
playing follow the leader. 

We have what we call the Decla- 
ration of Independence, but in real- 
ity it is a proclamation of depend- 
ence. We have a Goddess of Lib- 
erty, but it is her livery we are 
wearing. ; 

Man awakens in the morning, 
practices deep breathing, sticks his 
head out of the window, beats his 
chest as if it were a bass drum and 
proudly announces that he is sov- 
erefgn of the world and the captain 
of his soul. About this time some 
ninety-pound bunch of feminine 
bones, with a baby. face and a few 
pink ribbons, arrives on the scene 
and tersely imparts the orders of 
the day. The massive man ig told 
exactly where he heads in and gets 
off. He need not argue or seek to 
temporize. His not to reason why; 
his but to do or die. 

He is not only a bondman, but he 
has to furnish the bonds. 

But, even as he goes forth upon 
his chosen service, he is at the beck 
of other masters. He is by turns 
the world's footstool, chopping 
block, hitching post and door mat. 
The streetcar conductor bids him 
hustle. The elevator man orders 
him to stand back. The boss com- 
mands him to get a move on himself. 
From the janitor to the chairman cf 
the board the orders go forth which 
regulate his being. 

If he attempts to assert his free- 
dom, he at once goes back to the 
mines. He is hedged about by official- 
dom. If he essays to start things with 
a monkey wrench there will be a cou- 
ple of highly-trained plumbing in- 
spectors at the door commanding 
him to drop that thing and return 
to his kite and marbles. If he builds 
a kennel in which to store his wheel- 
barrow a couple of solemn-faced an- 
cients will measure up and assess 
him for a high-priced garage. He is 
what he thinks is a free-born Amer. 
lean citizen, but he has to have a 
costly permit to hunt anything larg- 
er than a cockroach. When he has 
framed his marriage, commercial. 
hunting, fishing, auto, building and 
brokerage licenses, he is merely 
exhibiting his bonds of sgervitude— 
but he doesn’t know it. He takes 
a rather gross satisfaction in the 
collection. 

Even as he prates of his Independ- 
ence the tax gatherer Is at the door. 
The government is the master of 
all and peedg the money. We are 
all working for the politicians. 
There is the road, the school, the 
bridge, the bond, the library, the 
town, the city, the State and a few 
other tax burdens to be carried, and 
when we think we have settled them 
all the tnsistent representative of 
the Federal government comman- 
deers what there is left under the 
mask of an income tax. Under the 
hame of regulation we are not only 
relieved of our purses but our pas- 
sions. We are furnishing food and 
raiment for nine million offictals 
whose principal duty ig to firmly 
affix a ball and chain to our right 
hind leg. We are footing the ex- 
penses of a grand army of high- 
browed experts whose mission is to 
prevent us from having anything we 
like or doing anything we want. 
They are hedging us about by bar- 
riers until, in the last days, we wi)! 
be little better than a hive of fum!- 
gated bees—never to profit by their 
own labors or to taste the sweets 
they have created. 

America was founded by men and 
women who came to escape the re- 
straints and fetters of Old World 
life and customs. This ts the land 
of the free.
